Wa are told by tho advocates of Chris- 
tlanlty, that all morality, all knowledge, all 
civilization, depend areny on the rece 
tlon of that falth, and had not the Bible 
been given to the world, we should hava 
been savages without an aspiration above 
our low condition. I do not state it tao 
atrongly, for puch has heen tho claim made 
for the Bible since the time of the fath 
and without auch claim for the cardina 
evidence of Obristianity, its necessity fails. 
If man can arrive at moral truth without 
the help of the Bible, then a revelation js 
not essential to his religious growth. The 
monner and methods by which the claims 
of the Bible are at present austalned iu the 
{zen of experience and facts, is amuning 


one rom the utter unconsclousness of the ad- 


vocates of the light and knowledge in the 
world. They'constantiy Invert the order 
of events, for a revelation is always the but- 
growth of human progress, and progress 
not the outgrowth of auch revelation We 
find this true of all. races and peoples, who, 
when thoy orrive at a certain state of nd- 
vancement, gather themsetvea together a 
book, and then fall down and adore 
the book aa of divine origin. Here the evil 
In at once manifested, for no sooner is this 
state of thought obtained, than the book 
beling unchangeable and unyielding, 
BECOMES A FETTER 
on further progress. When once accepted 
An- Hine. It must become also infallible, 
— and mortal must not change a word. Then 
comes the priestly caste to stand between 
* God and man na Interpreters. The pricats 
have all been God's mediums, and their 
mznifeatationa have often been of no cred- 
itable order, for when the priest came in, 
reason went out, and wondar- works usurp- 
ed the place of thought. A miracio proved 
the truth of thelr pretentions, just aa the 
black rain-maker of Africa galas "notoriety 
and awakens superstitious fear E g 
his calabash at the clouds when be thinks 
the signa are favorable for rain, and bring- 
the needed shower. 
revelation from an Inſinlte sourze muat 
be infailible, and ff it is the only source and 
foundation of religious knowledge, it must 
be perfectly understood, and hence the re- 
7 ligtous system it creates, IIke Itaelf, must 
be perfect and unsusceptible of change.

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Mythology Among the Hebrews 


To the many thousands of peraons of mod- 
ernte or competent echolarohip throughout 
, the country, who areaecking for more dofin- 
ſte and demonstrable views of the.orlgin of 
tho Jewish, Scriptures,.as ono important 
Unk In the study of the orlgins of civillze- 
tlona and religions, wo can render no grent- 
er service than to call their attentlon to Dr. 
QGoldeiher’s “Mythology among tho Ile. 
brews," translated from the German by 
Russell Martlueau, ond published in Lou- 
don in 1877. Although the work has been 
three yeara beforethe public, clroumstances 
had prevented until recently our giving it 
|. that critical attention which ts necessary to 


justify the expression of an opinion upon ita 


merita. We are satisfled by our perusal of it, 
that noscholur, whatevur his provlous train- 
ing In the Beriptures, or in Hebrew exegosls 
and hiatory may havo been, can feel antisied 
with hisknowledge of the Old Testament un- 
til he has carefully gone over, through and 
into, Dr. Goldziher’s wonderful, penotrating 
and yet circumspect and candid inquiry In- 
tothe orlgin of Hebraw myths, No man 
ever wrote more completely in the solentifc 
Bpirit, or untrummeled by the desire to cs- 
tablish any otber theory than that which 
tho facta themaclyes mako cloar: and we 
may add that no writer whose work has 
fallen under our view, exhibits such copil- 
ous nad.divorelfed learning. not only in 
traciug‘tho origin of Hebrew words but in 
comparing myths which lle involved in 
them, with cogunte: myths in the other 
oriental languages and races. To glve any 
thing like an analysis of this work, or even 
a synopals, would be far beyond the Hmita 
of our apace and time. 

In brief, Dr, Goldziher seems to attach 
the mythical character to nearly the entire 
Jewish history prior to the period of King 
Josie; though he regards the captivity of 
the Jaws in Egypt na founded on veritable 
historical cventa over which a coating of 
mythologtcal varniah bas been applied. 

Tho thread upon which the myths of Calo 
and Abel, Tubal-OCaln and Jabol, Abraham 
nut Isaso, Abraham and Sarah, Jacob and 
Esau, Edom and Laban, Leah and Rachel, 
Enoch, Sampeon and others, are strung, is 
the same atory of the suppeaed conficta or 
loves of nature, which have been shown to 
monopolize the ſleld of Iiindoo, Egyptian and 
Greek mythology. 

It would seom as though the minds of the 
early peoples, ahut out from both the satla- 
factions and limitations of science, were ab- 
solutely unchecked in their power to,exer-. 
ciso tho imagination. Hence thoy revelled 
ina world of myatical and poctle lezends, 
fqunded upon theories of causal relation or 
supposed fitness, which for us the colder and 
Temoraelesa march of science, even among 
nnaclantifio people, has utterly obliterated. 
Hento a deep poetic imagination is ns esson- 
tial as great attainments in plillclogy and 
comparative mythology, to caablo any mod- 
em to apprehend an ancient myth, and 
many of us ara inclined to doubt whether 
the piain shepherds of Chaldea or Khoria- 
tan, could have been auch fanelful and in- 
genious dreamers as modern scholarmbip is 
claiming them to be. But juat as to-day, mil- 
lions of persons belleve and repeat the Naw: 
tonian theory that gravitation swings the 
earth aronnd the sun, though only a few 
|. hundred can comprehend thecaloulations of. 
tho Principia which furnish tha elno to the 
belléf, so, among the ancients, milllons must 
hava repeated the stories of Jacob and Leah, 
or Abraham and Isaac, where one attached 
to them the mythical algnificance out of 
which they grew. Indeed, scholare as ad»

D Goldziher holda that In the origin of 
clyltization, tha passage of men from the 
nomadic or Shepherd life, to the ngrloultur- 
al, is accompanied by n changes in humun 
thought from n state of supreme reverence 
for night and ita phenomena, to n supreme 
reverence for day, and especially forthe ati 
In thonomadiec or shepherd Jife, nt lenat na 
Dr, Goldziher shows lt to exist in Southern 

Aslon, in tho regiona of anclant Chaldea, 
Arable, Habylonia jand Iran, the ccol apd 
plotsant night Ia given to nctlyitiea and the 
sultry day to rest. The flocks are moved at 
night. By day the sheplerda keup to their 
tenta. Hence the Jowlsh idon of regarding 
the night as preceding the day, which Ia s0 
prominent In Gonesls. In thin period tho 
goda most worahlped are those of the 
night, the atara, the darkneus, allence and 
especially the moon. 

But na soclety passes to agriculture,manu,

The 
probability fa, howevor, that the post Har- 
ris, who at ono timo soome to have beon dl- 
vinely inspired, bas presented in the above a 
clear nnd conelso conception of the palnful 
feollnga that would probably be reallzed by 
humin belnge, if ono sou) were “damned 
hopelessly to evertasting pnin,” and also im- 
agined—whether correctly or not, we cunnot 
tell—the extent of tho grief of God under such 
a trying ordeal—-tha loss and complete ruln 
of ond of hisown children! Tho Sptrit- world. 
however, the fatura home of the whole tu 
man familly, has been su wisoly arranged, 
that a most perfect adaptability exists be- 
tween lis respective aphores and onch seul 
that la permitted to enter there through the 
instrumentality of the change called death, 
and whatever the condition of ita moral nnd 
Intetlectunl status, it wilt still und itself 
under tha dominion of law.

1. 6. Mia doctrine of the present and the 
future Ilfe—is orthodoxy, which means that 
the good and pure are overlnstingly happy, 
while the oyil and sinful are eternally in 


. disorder and misery jn the hells. Sweden | 


borgisns, consequently, aro sectarian and 
Oxed; they learn nothing new, for (ng they 
cem to bellave) there Ils nothing new out- 


aido of tho revealmentia of thelr chosen leag- 


er; nnd thua, except in the growth of num- 
bert, the followers of Swedenborg are for- 
oyor “settled.” 

Moderna Spiritualism, on the otber band, 


is fixed to nothing ductarlan, and la led by 


nobody. It is full of novelty, freshness and 
vigor. esta, not texts, are dear to its heart. 
It ts so far an unincumbered rea? eatate— 


contested by all ita belra, nevertheless 


with “personal Immortality" aa ita central 
white spot, or bulls eyo; but with no cer- 
tain God, with no certain heaven or holl, 
“sans teeth, saris taste,” etc. 

Spirituallata goneratly look upon Swedon- 
borg aa having medlumistio gifts, but in 
whom tho spirit contro] was so strongly 
tinged by hia antecedent theology and his 
poetic Imagination, that the result, Ilke tho 
view we get in looking into n kaleldoscopo, 
is more beautiful than trustworthy. A 
knleldoscope takes a fow bits of broken 
glass, bent tin and old nails, and by placing 
them where the eye will see thom rellectad 
from tha Interior of a cylinder of mirrors, 
it astonlaties and delights us, eo far as we 
retain the child-mind, by the endless divers- 
ity of geometrical forma which we think 
we dee. When we look Into the other end 
of the cylinder, however, un see that the 
vision of beauty ls made up of a few bog- 


garly bits of broken wares, to which all the 


beauty is imparted by the geometrical mo- 


dium through which thay are reflected, wa 
ara compelled to sot it down as n toy to 


which children may resort for. beauty, but 
not as a sources from whence the critical 
can get rauch nuthorlty concerning doabt- 
ful pointa. 

Bwedonborg teaches that heaven is in ttio 
form of a man; that the several parta of 
this form are redeemed apirita; that Ohr lat 
js all there Is of Heaven and of God; thnt 
he stands in the relation toward the re 
deemed, of a whole toward {ta component 
parta; that Satan occuples the Ike position 
toward the lost or the hella; that In the 
Trinity are three principles, not parsons, of 
whom the Father Is lovo, tho Son 1 wig- 


other revelations through tha ministrations 
of angels, his visions were al! aubjeotive— 
they did nót purport to pring him into con- 
taot with any renl and veritable persons 
whom he had but recently known In the 
leah, nor were they ever accompanied by 
any phenomena observable to the genses of 
those around him, such as characterize 
modern Spiritualism, He ramalned in his 
room for long periods together, during 
which pgriods those who entered found him 
ina condltton of depressed animation or 
catalepsy. He had u trick of suspending 
his breath, which auperinduced these tran- 
cen. His sleep at tho beginning of his seor- 
ship was bad, and his dreams formed a con- 
siderable ingredient in hig supposed inspira- 
tion. For the frat eichteen months of his 
scerdhig, his mind was unsettled and his 
mental health not tho best. He js alleged 
to have manifested clairvoyant power, and 
to have correctly seen evanta whieh occar- 
red soveral hundred miles away. Sill had 
he been a medium of spirit Intercourse with 
the mortal world, it seems remarkable that 
no spirit of any person whom he know in 
life, should ever hayes visited him, and that 
the materislizationa which were so clear to. 
him, were invisible to those arotind him, 
All the supposed angela who visited him. c 
far as our reading extends, ware the thio- 
logical angels of Holy Writ, whose very ex- 
istence isin mony minds an undemonstrat. 
ed hypothesis. i 


Same panions have been led through the 


stadg of Swedenborgs writings to modern’ 
Spiritualism. But wedoubtif any consid- 


erable familiarity with modern manifesta-

“One hundred years since the publication 
of my Ciltlelum of the Para Henson.“

thelr relative positions towards esch otber 
in space, and that a mero change of relative 
positions in space Is not à change of alate 
but only of relation. Henco both atoms in 
motion and atoms at rest are equally in a 
negative atate, relatively to the condition 
they will be in when something happens to 
chango thelr state. 

“If, now,” says Spence,” "wa aupposa two 
auch atoms in the negative state (elther 
beth In motion or one ab roat aud the other 
in‘moticn), to mest each other, something 
happens to both of them at the moment of 
eolliglon. Of course, I do not mean that 
the motion of both is changed; but I mean 
that something happens to the matter iliol 
which constitutes tha atoms — something 
which is nalthor motion nor rent, but, never- 


-theless, something whioh Is different from 


tho nothing which was happening before 
the collision. This also is atrictiy speaking 
a stata of matter, which belng the very op- 
posita of what wo have denominated the 
negative stato may be called tho positive 
atate” Prof. Spence then infers that tho 
negativo state of matter, ls the unconscious 
and the positive state is tho: conscious. 
“Whin this shal be ascertained, it will ba 
evident that in the act of atomlo collision, 
matter rans into consciousness, loses ite 
material aspect, and enn no longor be de- 
acribed in the terma of matter.” This goes 
one step behind the senseless nphorlam of 
Des Cartes, “I think, therefore I am, and 
exhibita to our viaton two atoms colliding 
with each other, and as the consequence 
donsalous thought or soul saying to them, 
“because you two meet, therefore I think 
and am.” s 

` The experimental diſſloultles in the way 
of this argument are, first, that we do not 
know that matter has any atoms, though 
the assumption Js a convenient ons in chem. 
istry. Secondly, if it has, wa do not know 
what they are, Thirdly, if wo could assuma 
thelr existence wo have no evidence that 
they collido, any moro than that they dine 
out, or smoke cigars oraing pealtos. Fourth- 
ly, J£ they should collide, we have no roason 
to believe either that the two atoms would 
both think, or that one of thom alone would 
think, or that thought would. spring into 
exlatenoe ns a consequence of the collision, 
as Name rosults from the collision of carbon 
and oxygen, Yet these threo are the only 
concelyaule states or conditions which we 
enn think of as arising. if either or both 
the atoms think, then thought becomes a 
function or act of matter and not n atate or 
condition of It. If thought exists distinct 
from the atoms, as n consequence of their 
piison, then thought is not a state of 
matter any mora than flame iso state of the 
wick and atmoaphere but a product of col- 
ligion and a separate substance.

In tho last numbor 
he dwells on the doctrine of plan, which he 
dalls Homology, Tho word Homology moans 
only a correspondence between phenomona, 
It does not imply or relate to the question 
of plan. All that 1a nocossary to eatablish 
a correspondence among phenomena, is tant 
those that come after abnt adapt themselves 
to those that went befére, which they ore 
protty ltkaly to do, ns there is nothing olso 
for them to fit. into tnt the antecedent 
events, A gentleman, wishing to show his 
guest how woll his dog would mind, ordered 
bim to alt up. Thodogaulkedand moved 

towards his master. “That's right,” sald 
his master, “comp to me)" The dog paused 
and on reficction started for,tho door, “Out 
of doors with you,” shonted his master, Ths 
dog bad turned, however. and was making 
for hfs accustomed piace under the table. 
Thero” sald hla master, “go under the ta- 
hie.” "You observe,” remarked bis maater, 
"my dog dots whatever I tell him.” “Bet- 
ter thnu that,” sald his guest, "be does avery 
thing before you tell him.“ 

In nature, all desi gus are Inforrod from. the 
phenomena. na in this instance the command 
was based upon the antecedent act, which, 
the command, wasso framed f · to con vort 
into an act ofobediense, Mankind, from dis 
ease, are led to investigate anatomy, physi- 
ology, and materla medics; therofare, tho 

'Feleotogiat infers that the plan or design 
in introducing dlsense into the economy of 
nature, was to tench these solencos. In 
worlds having an atmosphere and water, 
IIe springs up; therefore, aaya the Toleolo- 
gist, the atmosphere and tho. water are the 
work of a designer who dealgnod’them to 
minister to vegetabla and animal life. But 
in the moon which has no atmosphere or 
water, no life existe; therefore, says the 
Telealogiat, the great designer planned that 
no water or life should exist in the moon, 
But why not? A catish awallowsshrimps, 
“Boo,” says the Tolcologlst, “how admirably 
the great dealguer plans the shrimp to be 
tho food of the catfish.” Pretty soon tha 
caliah is swallowed by a man. See, saya 
the Teleofogiat, "how admirably the catfish 
is adapted to feed man.” But, ere long tho 
man is ahipwrecked and swallowed up by 
tha sea. Behold,“ says the Teleologist, 
“how admirably man is adapted to afford 
suatonance to tùs hungry maw of the seal” 
lf we dle fn our beds and are buried in the 
cametery, “Hehold,” says the Teleologist, 
“how admirably gqonlitied is tho human 
body, after sustalning alxty years of orga- 
nized life, to enrich the ground.” 

If we consider what is implied and con- 
noted by the word plan“ or "dealgn,” wa 
will soe that no such act can be predicated 
of any bata limited and Molto mind. The 
object of every plan is to arrange efforts, 
80 that they will adequately meet th con- 
ditions of success. Bot who Imposes con: 
ditions on omnipotence? A ship bullder 
“must plan bis ship with care and skill bo- 
cause the gen is hfs antecedent and superior, 
and he must ao build as to adapt his ship to 
the conditions Imposed on him by the ante- 
cadont powers of the sea and tho winds. A 
general must plan his battles, because his 
enemy is moved by an Independent and ad- 
verno will, and controls a nearly equal force. 
All that renders any plan necessary, is the 
fact that antecedant conditions must be met 
and antagonistic influences overcome, But 
omnipotence has neither antecedent condi- 
Hons nor antagonistic influences. The ns- 
ctasity of a plan implies the possibility of 
fallure; but the possibility of fallure nega- 
tives the asaumption ofomnipotence, there- 
fore, omnipotence can have no plans. It 
must merely have fate. Will must be its 
only plan. Plans belong exclusively, lke 
-ealgalation, endeavor and toll, to finite 
minds. They are but a part of tha toll 
which attends finitude in its work, 

Not only does every design or plan prove 
a denigner, but it proves a finite and limit- 
od designer, aiming tojoonform to condi- 
tions which aresaperior tq his will, / 
it proves too much. 


Moreover, If tho presence of design proves 
the existance of à designer then the abssnce 
of design proves the nonexistenos of a 
designer, and if sa good design proves 
A good designer, an evil or imperfect de- 
sign proyes on evil or imperfect de- 
signor. Africa as a continent is consign- 
ed to merility and mental imbecility for 
tack a range of mountains running 
thro it north of the equator, aufi- 
olent to attract the vapors from the ocean 


and distribate them In ralns over the con- 


tinent; Even the fabled “mountains of the 
moon,” have bean obliterated by modern 
exploration. A continent which the wis- 
of man would hava made fertile. had 
it made it at all, js left a desert by tho indif- 
ference of nature. Millions of buman be- 
ings, which, had there been a designer to 
inser$ a range of monntalns through Afri- 
ca, would have risen into civilization, virtue 
and power, hays multiplled, and enslaved 
and massacred in squalor, ylos and deform!- 
ty. If the mountains of Greece, Italy and 
Enropo, prove a design to produce civiliza- 
Han, the desertsof Africa prove a design to 
perpefnate misery and barbarism. If na- 
fare during storms at sea sent great soa- 
angels or mermaids in life boate, to reacua 
the perishing, that would be evidence of de- 
align; bnt to send shark is only evidence cf 
non design or of evil-Gesign: For no human 
spectator on the shore would send a devour: 
Ing shark to n shipwrecked mariner, Bat 
naturo ends nothing else. 2 
‘Ifthe poles of the erb were mounted 
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with vast concayo refisotors of sach pattern 
and deslgu, as would converge the sun's rays 
upon tho polar regions In sufficient quantity 
to redeem the polar winter to a reasonable 
temperature and resone that vast region 
from etornal death, one would thoreln aca 
evidence of design; but the presence of tha 
moon furnishes no ovidence of dealgn, slnce 
the condensation of nebulous or cometary 
matter In vol res minor as well as greater 
.centors of oondenzatlon, and it appears 
entirely. accldontal whether any planet shall 
have one. four, or ten of these minor contres 
or condensation near It, or whether Ib shall 
have a ring of chem all arqund it. Tho mo. 
tlon of vapor in tho clouds Is not freer from 
design. 

If an organization is- produced adapted to 
its aurroundings, it survives. If ono ta pro 
duced not so adapted, it dice. Neither casa 
shows more design than is shown in tho 
creation of a running atream, whioh, if 
evaporation, precipitation of rain, and tho 
inclination of the land keep it supplled with 
water, remains a river. If they do not It 
dries up. 

A cancer shows as much design to inflict 
polo, a3 n roso shows of desigo togive pleas: 
ure. Poverty is as cruel as wealth is beno- 
licent. clorgyman, whose daughter had 
just taken the smallpox, once asked Inger- 
soll what improvement he could make on 
the plans of God. “I think,” replied Ingor- 
oll. I would make good health catching 
and gmallpox not.“ 


Ingersoll x Reviva! of Reason. 


Mr. Robert G. Ingorsoll'a recont lecture 
in Chleago on “ What must we do to be 
Ba ved,“ has been productive of many im. 
portant results. In the drat place, the leo- 
turer came frofghted with an idea, which, 
in view of tho general tenor of theological 
discussion for u century past, was new, and 
has all the force and vigor of n discovery. 
Ingersoll’s new {doa Is that the doctrine of 
salvation by faith (whethor in Josus or in 
the charcb, Jehovah or any other body or 
thing), does not appear in the gospoln of 
Matthew or Luke at all; that in Mark Iton- 
ly appears by interpoldtion, and that Jobn 
in which it appears fully, was written 80 
long after Jesus's appearance on earth, as to 
possess no hletorical authority. 

Slx or eight leading ministers undertook on 
tho following Sunday, to reply to Ingersoll, 
bringing forward the best evidences they 
could to rotata his point, Tho result was 
to establish the faot that the gospels of Mat- 
thew, Luke and Mark (freed from the Beo- 
knowled ged interpolation in chap.xv1, 16,18), 
do not contain any direct teaching of Jesus 
to the effect that ‘salvation from anything 
Whatever is to be had through faith in any 
thing whatever. Not ono of the answoring 
clergymen eltes any words or teaching of 
Jesus in support of tho doctrine of salva- 
tion by falth or belief. Several of them nak 
that the fact that tho exercise of the mirac- 
ulous power in healing disenses, was mado 
to depend upon faith, should be mado a 
ground of inferring that salvation from ain 
and from hall should depend on the same 
contingency. But this la resting tho argu- 
ment on their own blind reason and not on 
the words of Jesus. Besides, to hang the 
standard of salvation on an Inference, while 
it would be presumptuous at the beet if Je. 
aus had left no teaching at all In direct point, 
becomes positively blasphemous when the 
standards of mere human reason are act up 
by the clergy against the express words of 
Jesus. Theco are to the effect that God will 
have mercy on the merciful, will bless the 
meek, the poor in spirit, ste. It is wall 
known that the Scribes and Pharisees wore 
full of faith and honey-combed with hypoo- 
risy like the orthodox of the present day. 
and of atl periods. Instead of coming into 
allianos with these social forces which re- 
presented the respectability of his period, 
Jeans proclaimed himself “infidel” to these 
and declared that none who did not exceed 
in righteonaness the Scribes and Phari- 

sees, Whose whole stock in trade was right- 
oottaness, could enter into his kingdom. 

ingersoll's triomph would haye been sul- 
Aolgatly decided had the ministers been 
gutent to let the question of his and molr 
relative learning alone. Bat noarly all of 
them, and, one or two aguoatios besides, 


thought it well to displaythelr own superior 


resources in the department of “scholar. 
ship,” by denying and attempting to dis- 
prove Ingersoll statement that “the dis- 
ciples of Jeaus knew only Hebrew, while 
the Gospels were all written in Greek,” 
Now the fact is that the “ regniation blas” 
of the church for conturies, has caused the 
misstatement to go into all theological 
works, that the Hebrew tongue bed ceased 
to be spoken in Judoa ons or two centuries 
before Christa appearance, and had been su 
persedod not only amung scholars but among 
the common people by thé Greek. Thiastate- 
ment was made in order to account for the 
fact that no gospels or oplaties written in 
Hebrew exist. It has so often been made 
that even infidels and liberal critics had 
fallon into this wey of thinking. The Ghica- 
go clergymen all fell into Ingersoll’s trap, 
Every ons of them arralgned:‘him for want 
of learning and so far as they specified whare- 
in bis inaccuracy consisted, they included 
‘this point as the head and front of his offend. 


hen he had drawn the fire of the entire 
theological “squad”: on this point, Mr. In- 
gersoll, through u reporter, quietly drew 
thelr attention to tho Sist chapter of Acts, 
‘wherein Faul being beset by a Jewish mob 
In Jerusalem, 1s given: permission to spaak 
vated nt ta aas 
stood on the stairs, and beckoned with the 
:band unto ths peopls, and when there was 
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office In this oity at an curly day. 
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mado great 'allenoe ha spake unto them | 


in the Hebrew tongue, saying, Men, hroth- 
ren and fathers, boar ye my defence which 
lmako now unto you. (And whon they 
heard that be spake in the Hobrow tongue. 
to thom, thoy kept tho more allonoa and he 
saith) I am verily,” eto, The citation of this 
toxt indicated that in Paul time who over 
desired to commend bis vlawa to the Jaws 
of Jerusalem, would address them in the 
Hobrew tongue, which waa therefore not 
only thelr famillar but their favorite: lan- 
guage. The fact that all the Gospels aud 
Episties ara in Greek, goes far to assign 
them to a period at least a contury later, as 
it requires a century for a people to change 
their language. 

Mr. Ingerzoll's answer completely rofutes 
the anolent church explanation of the ros- 
gon why all the Gospels and Epistles aro 
in Greek. Had they been sgoything like 
cotemporary with the persons whose nnmes 
they boar, some of them would have been 
in Hebrew. But all the efforts to answer 
Ingersoll, indicate a comptete Ignorance of 
what it is that Ingersoll posseases, and 
which miniaters lack that makoa him need 
ang wering so much. An attempt to answer 
tho glow of a Jano auurise, the plumago 
and melody of birds, or the awalling surges 
of the ocean, would be no more absurd. No 
answer can be framed to an orator, thinker 
and poot who will convalse his audlendes 
with wave after wave of laughter and of 
Joy at every sentences. Ingersoll applies to 
the problems of theology an enormous un- 
sophisticated, twenty-eight inch brain, filled 
with tho bost culture of the most ad vancod 
minds of this age, and a great beating pas- 
sionate heart, throbbing with every homan 
tenderness, which falls upon the cold ab. 
stractions of a dead theology with ita than- 
ders like Niagara upon an icicle. If he can 
not melt he will at least shiver it. We 


think of nothing so adequate to describe 


the vast plenanre of listening to a three 

hour oration by Ingereclt on Theology, as 

the brief stanza in which Coleridge under- 

took to praise the dignity and beauty of 

Homer's. verse: 

“How grandly it bears us along on ite awelling and 
limitless biitows, 


With nothing befora and nolhing behind bat the aky 
and the on.“

Possibly this may Lave a 
germ of truth fors.ma occasions, If apir- 
Its, while in the bedy,can mesmer'ze or 
produce n atate alighuy rerembling soim- 
nambuilam, whereby other spirits also in 
the bedy are brought into states of uncon- 
Bcious and involuntary action, it 1a not im: 
possible that disembouled spirits may also 
mesmerizo medlums nod induce cowplota 
gomnambullam or lead them In voluntarily 
finto the personation of spirit forms. Why 
they should do ao, is a question for subse. 
quent Inquiry, If dlsembodlod aplrits ever 
do mesmerizg medlume, It would certainly 
bo very unjust to hold the medium reapon- 
albla for acts done in the somnambulle 
sinto at a timo when even the courta of 
justico are acguitting criminals for taking 
human Ife while in trat conditlon. 

It we ansumo the possibility of a spirit 
mesmerlzlug a medium go as to impair the 
moral responsibility of the tatter and wo 
think Spiritualism haa not yet reached the 
ataga where tho possibility of such an event 
can be dented, then the duty of all clrolea 
and audiences, before whom one who has 
been usually known to them ns a genuine 
medium,and nn honest perron, nppears to be 
falsoly persunatlng anpirit, Is to test whoth- 
er the mediam is in a somnambulle or mey 
moepiead state. Any somnambplisk sudden. 
lyeuized, wii) kick, scream, display remark- 
abla strength and acon resume the natural 
waking state. A somnambullst also would 
feel no sents of gullt on nccuunt of any.

Had sha sat outelde 
the cabinet, and there dlarobed in presence of 
hor audianoce, tho theory of spirit control 
and virtual somnambullam would probably 
have occurred to every persoa present. It 
waa the fact that she undrassed within the 
cabinot that made out the case against hor 
in the minds of thoas praaont. Thero may 
have been a stage in tag history of spirit 
matorialization when thg use of the cabinet 
for the medium was necessary, though wo 
doubt it But mediums whose development 
has passed out of thatatage, serve the cause

The Sclenttie Basta of Spiriinalism. ,

title, the plan nnd some of the contonts of 
which bho showed ua during our Inst visit to 
Boston, Mr. Epes Sargent proves by tha in- 
ductive method that there nre certaln thor.

perlmontal method to wlio they profess 
to bo loyal. 

Tho apecious objections that have been 
ralsed against Spiritunllam during the last 
thirty years by Farnday, Carpenter, Hata. 
mond, Beard, Oiltford. Lealie Stephen, John 
Welsa; Howells, Wondt, Bradlaugh, Huxley, 
Tyndall, and others, ore taken upone by one 
and answered with that penetrating force 
which only argumonte winged with gharp lr.

Extract from a Bpeech by D. F. Underwood, hefora 
the Liberal League Congress, bold at Syra- 
anke, in 1878, y

Tho primary object of the Liberal Loaguo is neither 
the promulgation nor the discnssion of suy syatem of 
fnitn or philosophy, except eo far aa It clearly canficts 
in practles with equal riguta aud the religious liberty of 
altizens. It la an organizatton formed in Ihe interests 
df justice and freadom tonii, It declares that in this 
republic, where there [a t diversity of bellef on 
the subject of religlon, all have the right to worship 
in the manner that geem to them best, or not lo wor- 
shipat nli if that la thelr pleasure, aod that there 
should bo no N support af any religion and 
no Jaw or pralle by tha general or Stato govern. 
menta, directly or indirectly, recognizing any religion 
esther as trie or false; in other worda that there 
should be a total, absoluta separation of church nud 
State, both in theory and practice, now. henceforth acd 
forover; that tha government should be entirely econ 
lar and should have nothing whatever to do with any 
religion orantlrougious aystem or ballat, except to 
protect ila ndherania When becessary in the rightfal

Agosinst all these nnd other similar practices, the 
leagte firmly and earnestly protesta, and it damanda 
thal they couse, alnca thay are Inconsistent with the

Treo Institutions, since ther involves dewlalof that 
separation of Church nnd State, and that principle of 
religloun liberty Which uo maay praise, hut ao fow 
seit to understand, and since tmpartial justice and

tion them.“ In all this, Mnther was right, 
though deplorably wrong in supposing that 
the medal phenomena were caused by 
some witch or wizard in league with satan. 
This theory, founded on Blblialatry—on a 
misinterpretation of the Old Teatament 
phenomena, and a servile belle? in the 
Moeals prohibitions, led to the massacre of 
some five hundred thousand Innocent per- 
eons in Europe and Amorica. Bo much for 
a nor-sclentilic mode of dealing with factst 
Roferring to tho above quotation from 
Mather, Dr. Oarpenter says: “Now this ir 
prectasiy tha portiton taken by the modern 
Spirtiualists, who revive under new forms 
the doctrines which wore supposed to bhaya 
faded away under the light of modern 
solenca" Here the Doctor ‘confounds doo. 
tring: with facts, and ultera a blind and, 


: foolish slandér against Spirituatieta. With 


a total disregard of tho actual fects, or olaa 
with a groas ignorance of thesplrit of calm. 
judicial, sclentific investigation with which 
we Gow approach these notorious phenom. 
enn, he tolls us that wo, who accept them, 
ara equally bound to accept tha testimony 
given on. oath and in sotemn form of Jaw, 
which satlstiod able Judges and honest juries 
two centuries ago, that tens of thousands 
of innocent people had entered Into the gull. 
ty league with satan, whoee punishment 


was death here aud everlasting damnation 


hereafter.” ` 

If Dr. Carpontar here simply means that 
tho testimony which satiated judges ond 
juries in thoss days, that certain preterhu- 
man occurrences did notunlly take place, 
ought to satlafy us alao, ro reply that able to 
testify as wo ate to similar occurrences at 
present, the old testimony dors satisfy us, 
nod wo accept itens truthful; i he moans 
to say further that we ought to Intorprot It- 
in tha same way that the men ofthe witch. 
craft times interpreted it—that wo ought 
to aceept thelr doctrines as well os thelr 
facts, then he Is gullty of an absurdity, un- 
worthy a man of sclence. 

Ho tells us that the oppononta of the 
witchcraft facta "had no other defence of 
their posltfon than thainherentineredithtitty 
of the opposing testimony.”. But the ap 
ponents were just as superstitious as the 
ndvocates; oniy the superatition of the 
former took the form of an irrational in- 
credulity on the polnt of,fact, The mis 
takeof both parties, and the mistake of 
men like Carpenter and Youmans, wis and 
lo in not treating the phenomena with cool, 
sclentifio attention, and thus arriving at tho 
cause, A genuine actence would have ar- 
rested at once the porseoution agalnat im- 
uglnary witches, and have shown that the 
phenomena were caused by splrita operating 
through persons modiatly sensitive to thelr 
inlluence. 1

satisfied members, including Col. Ingersoll, 
Robert O. Spencer and H. L. Gredn, decided 
to callnn informni mosting to be hold at 
the Grand Pacifo Hotel, in the Olty of 
Chicago, on the 15th day of November next, 
Mr. H. L. Green, who was Chairman of the. 
Natfonal Exesutive Committee beforo his 
withdrawal from the League, was mado 
temporary secretary, Ho has, aa secretary, 
seat out a circular letter of invitation to 
tha meating In November, from which wa 
extract as follows: 

“To this Conference ls Invited one delegate 
from oath auxillary Litoral Leaguo, that 
before that time shall saver its connection 
with the National Liberal Loague—ono 
delegate from any other society in sympa- 
thy with the proposod meeting and other 
Invited gentiomen who are supposed to bo 
in accord with this movement, and whose 
presence would give the movement charac- 
ter,” ; 

“We disclaim any Intention of coming in 
confict with the old League in any man- 
ner. We shall leave the old League to do 
ita work In Ita own wap, hüt wå propose to“ 
organize an assoclation that shall engage in 
the work of State secularization in o way 
that will draw to its membership hundreds, 
and we hope thousands, who cannot con- 
scientlously work with the old League.“ 

Mr. Green informs us that O ver ons bun- 
dred of tha most prominent liberals in the 
United States including Christians, Spirit- 
uallats and Materiallste have endorsed 
the movement” in thelr replles to bis Invi- 
tatlon. Among the number “six liberal 
ministers Including M. J. Bavage of Boa. 
ton.“ ‘The Seymour Times, a radical ma- 
terlallstic paper, haa expressed its opinion 
of the action of the League at the late 
Congress, in as deolded terms us did the 
JOVENAL, und will, without doúbt, cast its 


Infuence with the new movement. 
Tho object of the meeting is most com- 


mondnble and of imminentimportance, We 
belleve ita personnel, deliberations and final 
actlon, wlll command the respect of the 
publio; and that the result will be an 
organization around which tens of thous 
ands willgather throcgh local aurillary av- 
cicties. On tho second pago of this issuo 
will be found an extract from an able ad- 
dreas by that clear headed and acogmplish- 
ed liberalist, B. F. Underwood, delivered 
two years since at the Syracuse Convention. 
Mr. Underwood's speech is a cloar and oom · 
prehensive axposition of what an organi- 
zation, for the secularization of the Btate 
ahould be.

Moody, God has never usod the gonius of 
Sir Isanc Newton, because Newton waa in 
the highest degree conceited. Ho indulged 
in the conceit that he could tell In certain 
instances where the Trinitariana had mado 
interpolations into tha New Testament, to 
help thelr doctrine, and bis treatina to prove 
-that the text, Thore bo three that bear rec- 
ordin heaven, the Father, the Bon and the 
Holy Ghost, and these three are ono," was 
an interpolatlon—was regarded by thoas 
who took the Bible as they found it, as 
balog nearly as concalted in Newton an 
Ingersoll's rejection of tha text, He that 
belleveth and is baptized shall be saved:

It would also follow that God nover used 
Franklin axcopt in the alngle inatanos 
wherein algit years after Franklin's death, 
be was made by the American Tract Hoolety 
to say to Thomas Paine, when Paine was 
about to publish the Age of Reason, Don't 
unchain the tiger, for if men are 30 bud 
with religion, what would they be without 
it.” This is the only instance we know of 
In which God ever used Franklin, and he 
could not have used him in this instanco if 
the American Tract Soclety had not iled, 
for Franklin was a very proud man. He 
thought that what the Bible calls the volca 
of God, and which Adam heard as he walk- 
od in the Garden of Eden in the cool of the 
day, waa nothing but the concussion of 
columns of alr struck and pounded apart 
by tho lightning. and then returning togeth- 
er; and that the bolta of the divine venge- 
ance were electric currents. 

As Newton abstracted God fram astrono- 
my and audstituted gravitation, Franklin 
abstracted him from the thunder and light- 
ning, and aubsatituted electricity, In Mr. 
Moodya opinion no such men bave ever been 
used by God. 

Tho degree in which a man can be used 
by God, seems to be proportionate to bis use 
lessneas to mnn. Bluce Mr. Moody bocama an 
evangelist, he has not added so much as u 
blade of grass, a pound of pork or a yard 
of shoestring to the world’s productive in- 
dustry. He has not discovered or made 
more widely known a single verifiable or 
eclentific fact, He has not communicated 
to the world a naw-idea, nor begwany noddi- 
tional foros to the extension of pyebaga 
or old ideas in which there Ia any truth,

I know ho hus touched 
neithar the slato nor the card, Now if 1 am 
In a sane stato of mind and body, tranquil 
and truthful, viguant and earnest, what ad- 
ditlonal confirmation of tho occurrence of 
the phenomena could it give mo if I weren 
proficient in all the aclencas named in tho 
British Oyclopediaf How could 1 bo any 
more sure of the facts jf 1 were a mathe- 
matician like Laplaoe, or a grent anatomiat 
Uke Hunter? ; 


We do not go to an entomologist to learn 


about chemistry, nor to a geologlat to learn 
abont astronomy. Why should It be suppos- 
od that a spociallst in hydrostatios or in op- 
tics, or in any other brauch of phyaloal sòi- 
enoa, nhould be better qualified to Judge of 
the genuineness of a fact like direct writ- 
ing or clairvoyance than tho man who ns 
given the study of many years to phenome 
un of the kind, and who hos learnt to dig. 
tinguish the genulne from the apurious? 

It may be sald that the man who does act 
belleve in n faot is battar qualldod to judge 
of its occurrence than the man who has par- 
foot falth in 11. But how would this prin. 
ciple operate applied to science genorally ? 

Is the man who does not belleve in the 
coming of a comet botter qualidod to detect 
it in the heavens than the man who knows 
that it will appear? Is the man who dis- 
credita the facta of Spiritualism better fitted 
to write on thelr sclentifio character than 
the man who has known them for year, 
and tested tham repeatedly? If the man of 
chemical solence Ia he who has studied It 
falthfally, then surely the man of spiritual 
solence is he who has not ouly had faith in 
it, but has given to it bis close attention at 
ovory opportunlty for years. 


One of the greatest advocates for tho be- 
Hef in aplritunl phenomena was Josoph 
Glanyil—-1086-1880—of whom Locke anys 
in his “ History of Rationallam,“ -The pre- 
dominnting character of Glanvil'’a mind 
was an intenso nkeptlelam.“ Butit is amus- 
ing, though atthe samo time humiliating 
now, in the light of our present facts, tasse 
how modern writers havea abused Glauvil 
becauze he teat!fled-stoutly to phenomena 
in his day, which we, in the light of Bplrit- 
ualism, can readily accept. Dugald Stewart 
while referring to one of Glanvll's works as 
boing strongly marked with the foatures 
of an acute, an original,and, in matters of 
science, a sometohat skeptical genius," winds 
up with the remark that ho is an instance 
“of the ponslole union of the highest intel- 
lectual gifta with the moat degrading Intel- 
lectual weakness!” Dugald Stewart! you 
have found ont ere this, in the Spirit-world, 
that the Intellectunl weakness ® was on 
your part and not on that of Glan vll. 

Hallam, too, has affing at Glanvil because 
of his " Treatiso of Apparitiona;” but that 
ho was one of the groat thinkers und In. 
vostigators of hia age ia now sofliciently 
Bpparent; and before many yearn there will 
probably bea new edition of bis masterly 
work, proving, as it does, in a purely scien. 
tife spirit, and without fanaticisni, the es- 
sontist facts of witeheraft. These consid- 
erations have been drawn out bya dli- 
pute started by the Fyes Religious index, 
questioning Mr. Bargent’s qualifications to 
treat of the “Bcleutific Basis of Splritunl · 
ism,” because of the fact that he has not 
gained a reputation in some other branch 
of science than the paycho · pfiynl Jf he 
bad only written a treatisd on the classi: 
Heation of bootles, or discussed in the Pop- 
ular Science Monthly pho problem why

If the State thinks that a 
man calling himsalf a doctor ahould bo required tohaya 
a doctor's proper attalnments, it should establlah nn 
impartial tribunal, before which any. oba might somo 
and obtain the license and testimonial of hls qualiflea. 

I 
such an Impartial tribunal were established, its dipio- 
mas would be much moro relluble and better evidence 
of attainments than the diplomas obtained from eol- 
letze faculties who are paid for giving them. P

Tho exact forms by which Dr; Thomna's 
retiroment or expulsion from tho Methodist 
church shall be effected, have not yet bean 
arranged, but the fact Itaelf may boconalder- 
ed nettled. Two years ago the conference 
complained that his theological utterances 
wore lablo to a construction inoonalatont 
With sound Mothedism, He promised to 
make them more plain, and did so. Now 
the conference says that they can no longer 
be coustrded to be consistent with Method- 
iam, and yet Dr, Thomas makes sowestrong 
pointa even from the Methodist base.
